'T^HE  SCIHOOL  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS  at  Ohio  University  is  this  year 
-'-  celebrating  its  "Golden  Anniversary."  The  story  of  these  fifty  years  seems  to 
deal  with  movement  and  growth  held  together  and  undergirded  by  the  many  per- 
sonalities involved — undergraduates,  graduate  students,  faculty,  and  administrators. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Ohio  University  in  their  June  14,  1911,  meeting 
passed  the  follo\\ing  resolution:  "The  addition  of  a  Domestic  Science  Department 
to  the  existing  departments  of  the  State  Nomial  College  is  in  line  with  what  prog- 
ressive normal  school  instruction  requires.  It  is  thought  that  two  teachers,  a  princi- 
pal, and  an  instructor  will  make  a  teaching  force  strong  enough  to  organize  and 
conduct  the  work  of  the  new  department  at  least  within  the  biennial  period  ahead." 

"It  is  recommended  that  the  president  of  the  university  be  authorized  to  es- 
tablish the  new  department  in  such  quarters  owned  by  the  university  as  in  his  judg- 
ment will  be  best  fitted  for  its  special  work." 

Under  the  principalship  of  Miss  Anna  Schurtz  and  Miss  Edna  Crump,  the 
Domestic  Science  Department  was  launched  in  the  fall  of  1911  in  a  remodeled 
dwelling  house  on  College  Street  (Moore  Cottage).  Almost  at  once  growth  neces- 
sitated movement.  The  Athena  of  1913  says,  "This  increase  in  numbers  has  made 
it  necessary  to  move  into  more  commodious  quarters  and  at  present  (June  1913) 
the  department  occupies  the  second  floor  of  Old  Central  Building." 

Growth  in  interest  and  in  numbers  of  students  continued  under  the  leadership 
of  Miss  Elizabeth  Bohn,  a  graduate  of  Stout  Institute,  newly  appointed  principal, 
and  Miss  Helen  Hoag,  also  a  graduate  of  Stout,  assistant.  It  was,  therefore,  neces- 
sary to  search  for  still  larger  quarters.  At  the  May  7,  1913  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a  new  building  to  house  Domestic  Science  and  Agriculture  was  proposed. 
Plans  were  drawn  up  and  bids  for  the  Agricultiu^e  Building  were  accepted  at  the 
June  13,  1913,  meeting  of  the  Board. 

With  the  acquisition  of  the  "Agriculture  and  Household  Arts"  Building  on 
University  Terrace,  movement  did  not  stop  for  the  department.  At  various  times 
because  of  war  emergencies  and  changing  student  patterns  the  department  has 
shared  the  facilities  with  the  departments  of  Botany,  Forestry,  Mathematics,  Fine 
Arts,  the  infirmaiy,  cafeteria,  dormitory  space,  and  a  sorority — the  last  when  the 
lower  level  lecture  room  was  shared  with  Alpha  XI  Delta  sorority  as  temporary' 
housing  in  the  fall  of  1958. 

Home  Economics  is  still  involved  in  the  process  of  growth  and  mo\ement.  We 
now  occupy  part  of  the  ground  floor  and  all  of  the  first  and  second  floors.  On  the 
ground  floor  a  new  equipment  laboratoiy  for  studying  both  large  and  small  equip- 
ment as  well  as  a  laundry  research  center  have  been  completed.  The  Home  Fur- 
nishings workshop  has  moved  from  the  Quonset  hut  on  the  main  campus  to  this 
floor  and  now  includes  three  rooms.  A  seminar  room  and  two  offices  complete  our 
use  of  the  lower  level.

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Laboratories  for  clothing,  textiles,  home  furnishings,  and  student  teaching  were 
set  up  when  the  second  floor  became  available.  The  first  floor  was  reorganized  to 
provide  two  modernly  equipped  and  attractive  foods  laboratories,  an  expanding 
reading  room  where  professional  journals  are  available,  and  a  living-dining  room 
for  meal  management  classes.  In  spite  of  all  these  changes  we  are  beginning  to 
bulge  due  to  the  rapid  increase  in  numbers  of  students  taking  Home  Economics. 

Home  Management  houses  from  the  first  seem  to  have  become  a  part  of  the 
teaching  program.  The  cottage  on  College  Street  which  became  the  first  Home 
Management  house  when  the  department  moved  to  "Old  Central"  has  as  its  de- 
scendant the  present  house  on  East  Union  Street.  In  each  case  the  house  was  fur- 
nished in  the  best  taste  of  the  day  and  always  its  function  was  to  supplement,  draw 
together,  and  underline  the  teachings  of  the  total  program  for  Home  Economics 
seniors.  At  this  half  century  mark  the  School  of  Home  Economics  is  searching  for 
an  additional  house  to  take  care  of  the  large  increase  in  students  graduating  in 
Home  Economics. 

The  Nursery  School  often  shared  housing  with  the  Home  Management  House. 
In  1930  Dr.  Velma  Phillips  introduced  Family  Relationships  and  a  Nursery  School 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Florence  Justin.  The  Nursery  School  in  1947  was 
moved  from  the  house  on  East  Union  to  space  provided  in  Putnam.  This  year  we 
have  added  another  room  to  the  Nursery  School  at  Rufus  Putnam  so  that  the  num- 
ber of  children  is  very  nearly  doubled.  Because  of  the  limited  observation  space  a 
new  idea  is  being  considered  for  our  Nursery  Schools.  With  the  educational  tele- 
vision on  campus  we  hope  to  televise  the  activities  of  the  Nursery  School  children 
for  later  classroom  use  and  discussion. 

The  School  of  Home  Economics  has  been  variously  administered.  The  first 
department  was  organized  and  made  a  part  of  the  State  Normal  College  in  June, 
191 1,  by  Trustee  action.  When  the  university  was  reorganized  under  President  James 
in  1936,  the  School  of  Home  Economics  was  made  a  part  of  the  College  of  Applied 
Science.  We  are  still  part  of  that  college  whose  name  in  June,  1962,  under  President 
Alden,  was  changed  to  Engineering  and  Technology. 

Course  offerings  have  also  grown  and  changed.  At  the  inception  of  the  depart- 
ment the  fourteen  courses  offered  were  those  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  glow- 
ing robust  age  whose  roots  were  still  largely  rural.  The  cooking,  sewing,  manage- 
ment, home  nursing,  and  dietetics  courses  were  planned  to  serve  the  homemaking 
needs  for  the  diploma  graduate  or  more  especially  to  furnish  the  knowledge  for 
teaching  Domestic  Science  in  the  public  schools. 

The  first  World  War  broke  up  many  old  patterns  of  living.  The  population 
became  more  urban  than  rural.  The  scientific  age  began  to  move  from  a  crawling 
infancy  to  a  brawling  adolescence.  Home  Economics  was  ready  to  meet  these  chal- 
lenges. Existing  courses  were  changed  and  new  ones  added  to  have  greater  depth, 
to  be  more  scientifically  oriented,  to  offer  greater  variety,  and  to  stress  basic  princi- 
ples rather  than  skills. 

In  1918  Miss  Edna  Endley  (Mrs.  Thomas  Wolfe),  a  graduate  of  Ohio  State, 
was  appointed  principal  with  the  task  of  changing  the  departmental  program 
from  a  two  or  three  year  diploma  course  to  a  four  year  degree-granting  curri- 
culum. The  first  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  Home  Economics  were  granted 
in  June,  1921,  to  Miss  Helen  Bemice  Dorn  (Mrs.  D.  Kemper  of  Kettering,  Ohio), 
Miss  Genevieve  Lillian  Matton  (Mrs.  F.  E.  Artz  at  Marion,  Ohio),  and  Miss 
Uarda  Faine  (Mrs.  G.  Harrison — deceased  1938). 

The  single  major  offered  in  1919  was  teaching.  The  departmental  course 
offerings  had  been  expanded  and  enriched  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  vocation. 
Service  courses  in  foods  and  clothing  were  offered  to  non-majors.  In  1949  the 
core  curriculum  was  adopted.  The  core  program  and  other  revisions  came  under 
the  leaderehip  of  Dr.  Vivian  Roberts,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Chicago, 
who  had  been  appointed  director  of  the  School  of  Home  Economics  in  August 
of  1943.  These  courses  were  designed  to  offer  introductory  classes  in  all  interest 
areas  to  majors  and  non-majors,  thus  eliminating  the  need  for  separate  service 
courses.  Students  from  all  colleges  on  campus  are  enrolled  in  these  classes.

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Graduate  work  leading  to  a  Master's  degree  in  four  areas  of  Home  Economics 
is  now  offered — namely  Foods  and  Nutrition,  Clothing  and  Textiles,  Child  De- 
velopment  and   Family  Living,   and   Home   Economics   Education. 

Student  organizations  for  Home  Economics  majors  were  formed  to  supple- 
ment the  classroom  teaching  and  to  afford  recognition  to  scholarship.  With  Miss 
Endley's  encouragement  the  Home  Economics  Club,  which  is  now  affiliated  with 
the  national  professional  Home  Economics  Association,  was  organized.  This  group 
offered  to  members  an  experience  in  friendship  and  an  opportunity  for  further 
learning.  Theta  Chapter  of  Phi  Upsilon  Omicron,  an  honorary  society  in  Home 
Economics,  was  charted  in  1921  under  the  faculty  sponsorship  of  Miss  Prudence 
Stevens.  The  objectives  of  the  society  were  to  honor  and  to  encourage  scholarship, 
to  promote  leadership,  and  to  give  service  to  others.  The  two  organizations  are 
still   flourishing   and   still   meeting   their  original   purposes. 

The  students  trained  in  Home  Economics  came  at  first  from  Athens  and  sur- 
rounding counties.  As  the  program  grew  so  did  the  variety  of  backgrounds  repre- 
sented. Graduates  can  now  be  found  in  almost  every  state  of  the  Union  and  many 
foreign  countries  as  well.  In  addition,  the  School  of  Home  Economics  at  Ohio 
University  has  been  interested  in  widening  its  services  to  include  students  from 
other  countries.  In  1938-39  an  international  fellowship  of  the  American  Home 
Economics  Association  was  granted  to  Miss  Sophie  Wakim  of  Syria  to  study  Child 
Development   at   Ohio  University. 

In  recent  years  the  international  program  on  campus  has  expanded  rapidly. 
Home  Economics  has  been  fortunate  in  having  students  from  many  parts  of  the 
world.  In  June  of  1963  three  Ethiopian  students  will  complete  the  requirements 
for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  They  will  return  to  Ethiopia  to  set  up  work 
in  Home  Economics  education  and  extension.  Other  students  enrolled  are  from 
Nigeria,  Mexico,  Formosa,  and  Vietnam.  We  have  also  been  honored  to  have 
six  Home  Economists  included  among  the  international  educators  who  visited 
our  campus  during  the  past  year.  These  young  women  with  whom  we  exchanged 
and  shared  experiences  were  from  Panama,  Ghana,  Finland,  Iceland,  and 
Tanganyika. 

You  can  readily  see  that  Home  Economics  is  not  standing  still.  The  School 
of  Home  Economics  at  Ohio  University  is  again  on  the  move  in  an  effort  to  re- 
vise and  supplement  and  present  course  offerings  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
decades  ahead.  Through  the  years  your  School  of  Home  Economics  will  continue 
to  speak  to  the  needs  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  world.

Three   Ohio   University   graduates   hold    positions 
in  the  Cabinet  of  Ohio  Governor  James  Rhodes. 


/COLUMBUS,  OHIO,  centrally  located  and  rapidly  ap- 
^•^^  proaching  the  500,000  mark  in  population,  is  a  busy 
city.  On  a  fall  Saturday  afternoon  when  "sister  school" 
Ohio  State  is  playing  football,  upwards  of  85,000  people 
will  jam  Ohio  Stadium;  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people 
will  come  to  Columbus  every  summer  for  the  Ohio  State 
Fair.  But  perhaps  most  of  all,  people  come  to  Columbus  to 
visit  the  Capital  Building,  watch  legislators  in  action  and 
then  praise  or  complain  the  legislation  enacted. 

Three  Ohio  University  graduates,  all  members  of  Ohio 
Governor  James  A.  Rhodes'  Cabinet,  have  a  big  part  to 
play  in  legislation  that  will  effect  more  than  eight  million 
residents  of  Ohio.  The  Cabinet  members,  William  R.  Mor- 
ris, Denver  L.  White  and  Wayne  Ward,  all  have  offices 
in  downtown  Columbus  within  easy  v\alking  distance  of 
the  Capital.  The  positions  these  men  hold.  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Insurance,  Director  of  State  Welfare  and 
Director  of  State  Personnel  respectively,  carry  great  respon- 
sibility and  keep  them  in  contact  with  the  governor  every 
day. 


BILL  MORRIS,  '38,  is  a  congenial,  hard-working 
alumnus  who  devotes  much  of  his  spare  time  to  serving 
the  Ohio  Alumni  Association  in  Franklin  County.  Last  year 
the  Association  honored  Morris  by  presenting  him  the 
Certificate  of  Merit  for  Service  tp  Alma  Mater.  He  has 
served  three  terms  as  President  of  the  Franklin  County 
Alumni  Chapter  and  is  a  past  member  of  the  Association's 
Board  of  Directors. 

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Insurance,  Morris 
is  in  charge  of  52,000  licensed  insurance  agents  in  the  state, 
nearly  600  agencies  and  scores  of  medical  and  hospital 
plans.  He  describes  his  department  as  a  "regulatory  agency 
that  controls  the  entire  insurance  business  in  Ohio." 

Morris  has  dedicated  his  life  to  politics  and  public 
service.  A  resident  of  Columbus  since  his  graduation,  he 
has  served  as  Director  of  Off-Street  Parking  and  in  the 
Cabinet  of  the  Mayor.  When  James  Rhodes  was  elected 
Auditor  of  State  in  1956  Morris  was  Chief  Examiner  in 
the  Department  of  Liquor  Control.  When  Rhodes  was 
elected  Governor  last  November,  Morris  was  immediately 
named  to  the  full  cabinet  position  he  presently  holds. 

A  graduate  of  Ohio  State  University  and  Franklin  Law 


.School  in  1949,  Morris  began  his  own  law  practice  in 
Columbus  after  working  as  an  industrial  engineer  with  the 
Toledo  Scale  Company.  He  is  married  to  the  former  Evan- 
geline Jane  Gaither,  a  graduate  of  Indiana  University,  and 
the  father  of  a  daughter,  Teri  O'Dell,  aged  14. 

DENVER  WHITE,  '43,  was  a  logical  choice  for  the 
position  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  A  rec- 
ognized leader  in  the  field  of  social  welfare,  he  served  15 
years  as  Director  of  the  Athens  County  Department  of 
Welfare  before  being  named  by  Governor  Rhodes  for  the 
state  position. 

Twice  weekly,  White  joins  other  Cabinet  members  for 
a  short  meeting  with  Governor  Rhodes  prior  to  the  Gov-

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Search  for  a  Law 


Physicists    gather   at   Ohio    University   to    probe    laws 
governing    nuclear   force   and    particles  of  the   atom. 


A  S  YET,  science  has  no  law  for  nuclear  force.  But  100  of 

the  world's  top  physicists,  gathered  at  Ohio  University 

last  month,  are  searching  for  such  a  law.  When  they  find  it, 

mankind  will   know  the  veiy  basic  component  of  his  uni- 

\erse. 

The  scientists,  representing  laboratories  and  universities, 
did  not  expect  to  reach  a  conclusion  at  the  two-day  "High 
Energy  Particles  Conference." 

However,  it  is  quite  possible  that  from  the  Conference 
will  come  the  germ  of  an  idea  that  could  lead  to  a  solution, 
according  to  Dr.  Charles  Randall,  chainnan  of  Ohio's  De- 
partment of  Physics. 

.\t  the  center  of  interest  among  the  men  and  women 
participating  in  the  project  are  particles  which  make  up  tlie

nucleus  of  an  atom,  or  are  created  momentarily  when  the 
nucleus  is  exploded  by  high  energy. 

Some  of  the  particles  live  for  as  little  as  one  thousand- 
billion-billionth  of  a  second,  and  have  never  been  seen  or 
measured.  Yet  scientists  are  devoting  careers  to  their  study. 

Basically,  the  physicists  at  the  Conference  want  to  know 
the  nature  of  forces  holding  the  nucleus  together.  To  these 
men,  the  atom  is  an  immense  object  and  even  its  nucleus 
has  considerable  size.  Going  a  step  beyond  nucleur  physics 
to  particles  physics,  they  are  exploring  the  dark  recesses  of 
tile  imknown  with  their  main  tool,  high  energy. 

Dr.  E.  O.  Salant,  of  the  Brookhaven  National  Labora- 
tories in  New  York,  sees  the  Conference  as  "a  historic  step 
for  scientific  investigation  in  this  region  of  the  countiy." 

Each  paper  presented  by  a  participating  physicist  pro- 
vides important  new  information  for  his  colleagues.  Dr. 
.Salant  explains.  The  long  range  results?  "Well,  most  of  us 
believe  the  study  of  particles  will  bring  another  revolution 
in  our  concept  of  the  universe,"  the  noted  scientist  says. 

It  also  is  Dr.  Salant's  guess  that  the  eventual  under- 
standing of  particles  will  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  solar 
energy. 

More  than  60  fimdamental  particles  have  been  discov- 
ered so  far.  Some  of  them,  such  as  "resonance  particles" 
actually  are  formed  by  the  tight  union  of  other  particles  for 
extremely  brief  periods  of  time. 

"Fimdamental  laws  which  show  the  simplifying  rela- 
tions among  them  must  be  found  in  order  to  understand  the 
structure  of  matter  and  the  nature  of  the  nuclei  of  atoms," 
Dr.  Randall  says. 

By  sharing  knowledge  gained  from  independent  re- 
search, scientists  at  the  Ohio  University  Conference  are 
moving  in  that  direction.

The  new  post  is  a  logical  segment  in  positions  for  Mr. 
Williams,  who  will  round  out  a  range  of  associations  with 
the  university  that  covers  a  span  of  52  years.  His  commit- 
ment to  Ohio  has  been  more  than  dedication  to  a  job  for 
his  life  has  long  revolved  about  the  university.  Before  serv- 
ing on  the  staff  for  41  years,  he  attended  the  university 
elementary  school  and  completed  his  college  work  at  Ohio. 

After  being  an  Ohio  alumnus  only  one  year,  Mr.  Wil- 
liams was  appointed  alumni  secretary  in  1922  and  remained 
in  that  position  for  32  years.  During  part  of  this  time  he 
edited  the  alumni  magazine  and  was  news  bureau  super- 
\isor. 

In  1954  Mr.  Williams  moved  to  the  office  of  admissions 
where  he  became  director  in  1956.  Through  these  two 
offices  he  has  undoubtedly  known  more  individual  students 
than  anyone  at  Ohio.  Indicative  of  Ohio's  enrollment 
growth  as  witnessed  by  Mr.  Williams  is  that  as  alumni 
secretary  he  saw  21,692  students  graduate  in  32  years  while 
as  admissions  director  he  has  admitted  .32,048  in  just  the 
last  eight  years. 

A  more  personal  reminder  of  his  long  tenure  at  Ohio 
comes  when  Mr.  Williams  says  he  receives  admission  re- 
cjuests    from    the    grandchildren    of    his    college    classmates. 

As  the  first  official  archivist  at  Ohio,  Mr.  Williams 
will  collect  and  review  all  records  available  pertaining  to 
the  university.  Selection  of  relevant  materials  for  preserva- 
tion and  the  development  of  methods  of  preservation  are 
his   "retirement"   assignments  from   the  university. 
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An  End  Of 


A  S  A  YOUTH  growing  up  in  a  coal  mining  town  just 
outside  Middleport,  O.,  Brandon  T.  Gro\er  learned 
about  Ohio  University  and  hoped  someday  to  attend.  When 
he  foimd  he  could  not  get  the  necessai")-  college  preparaton 
credits  at  his  high  school,  he  attended  the  Uni\'ei-sity  in  the 
summers  of  1913  and  1914,  while  still  a  high  school  student. 
The  next  year  he  enrolled  as  a  full-time  Ohio  student.  Ex- 
cluding one  year  when  he  served  as  athletic  director  of  the 
high  school  at  Harvey,  111.,  "Butch"  is  completing  fifty  vears 
of  association  with  Ohio  University. 

In  July  of  1920,  after  trying  out  and  deciding  against 
a  career  in  professional  baseball,  "Butch"  returned  to  his 
alma  mater  as  graduate  manager  of  athletics  and  assistant 
coach  of  all  three  major  sports.  In  1923  he  became  head 
basketball  and  baseball  coach,  but  relinquished  the  baseball 
job  to  Don  C.  Peden  a  year  later.  For  fifteen  years  the 
name  of  "Butch"  Grover  became  sxTiominoiis  with  college 
basketball  in  Ohio. 

Gro\er"s  coaching  reputation  spread  well  beyond  the 
bounds  of  Ohio  as  his  career  progressed,  and  in  the  '30's  he 
was  elected  secretary-treasurer,  vice  president,  and  then  pres- 
ident of  the  National  Association  of  Basketball  Coaches.  He 
also  wrote  a  book  in  which  he  devised  a  constitution  and 
by-laws  for  12  sports,  became  the  University's  first  golf 
coach,  and  organized  the  first  intramural  program.

Ohio   University   refines    10   members 
from  faculty,  administrative  staff. 


In  1938  "Butch"  left  the  coaching  field  to  organize 
and  direct  Ohio  University's  fiist  full-scale  public  relations 
program.  Since  1943  he  has  held  the  position  of  assistant 
to  the  president.  In  1961  he  answered  yet  another  call  from 
his  alma  mater  when  he  became  athletic  director,  replacing 
Carroll   C.   Widdoes. 

"Butch's"  retirement  plans  are  incomplete.  "I  don't 
know  what  I'll  be  doing,"  he  said,  "but  my  wife,  Gladys, 
and  I  plan  to  continue  to  live  in  Athens."  An  avid  and  re- 
spected golfer,  he  has  won  four  Southeastern  Ohio  cham- 
pionships (plus  three  nmner-up  trophies)  and  reigned,  at 
one  time,  as  Athens  Countiy  Club  champion  for  seven  years. 

On  December  1,  1960,  Ohio  University  paid  its  highest 
respect  to  "Butch"  with  its  dedication  of  the  Brandon  T. 
Grover  Physical  Education  Center.  His  close  friend  Jacob 
Taylor,  former  vice  president  of  Ohio  State  University  and 
now  vice  president  of  The  General  Telephone  Corporation, 
best  summed  up  "Butch's"  contributions  to  Ohio  University. 

In  part,  he  said,  "Not  many  other  men  have  left  the 
coaching  profession  to  accept  high  academic  administrative 
responsibility.  He  is  a  man  of  many  parts — and  one  cannot 
dwell  on  one  alone.  Taken  together,  however,  they  fonn 
the  mark  of  a  fine  man." 


PAUL     FONTAINE 


JN  SPEAKING  of  retiring.  Professor  Paul  Fontaine  re- 
marked that  he  felt  it  was  "time  for  recess." 

That  phrase  indicates  what  retirement  will  mean  for 
the  musician  and  teacher  for  in  speaking  of  his  plans,  the 
recess  promises  to  be  a  short  one.  Plans  to  "devote  time 
to  things  I  want  to  do"  include  writing  and  "the  arrang- 
ing of  symphonic  movements  for  the  piano  so  students  at 
different   levels   of  ability  can  enjoy  playing  these  works." 

Things  Mr.  Fontaine  has  wanted  to  do  have  always 
included  a  wide  range  of  interests  and  interests  have  often 
become  abilities  for  the  professor.  A  desire  to  read  Rus- 
sian precipitated  a  personal  crash  program  in  1945  result- 
ing in  his  ability  to  easily  read  White  Russian  newspapers 
and  literature  in  that  language.  A  childhood  interest  in 
trains  continued  as  a  lifetime  hobby  and  status  as  an  ex- 
pert  on   the   types   of  steam   locomoti\es. 

Although  music  has  been  his  primary  career,  his  reputa- 
tion as  an  author  has  established  his  name  in  that  field 
also.  He  is  the  author  of  "The  Baker  Years,"  a  history  of 
Ohio  University  during  the  presidency  of  John  C.  Baker, 
and  after  the  death  of  Prof.  Thomas  N.  Hoo\'er  he  com- 
pleted  Hoover's   "History  of  Ohio  University." 

As  a  newspaper  music  critic  for  the  Messenger  for  ten 
years  he  was  tapped  to  teach  the  journalism  course  on 
background  for  music  reviews.  He  has  often  been  a  con- 
tributor to  Etude,  the  Ohio  Review  and  the  Alumnus. 

Professor  Fontaine  plans  to  stay  in  Athens  which  has 
been  his  home  since  he  joined  the  Ohio  faculty  in  1930. 
Before  coming  to  Athens  he  taught  at  Hays  Kansas  State 
Teachers  College.  He  holds  two  degrees  from  Northwestern 
University  and  has  studied  with  several  noted  pianists  and 
at   the   Bush   Conservatory. 
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WILLIAM    J.   TRAUTWEIN 


A  FTER  35  YEARS  of  being  associated  with  Ohio  Uni- 
■^^  \ersity  athletics,  William  J.  "Dutch"  Trautwein  plans 
to  sit  back  and  become  a  spectator. 

"Fm  not  going  to  bother  them  down  here,"  Trautwein 
said,  obviously  referring  to  his  many  friends  in  Grover  Physi- 
cal Education  Center.  "I  have  no  definite  plans  for  a  vaca- 
tion as  yet,"  he  added.  "I'm  going  to  try'  and  find  ovit  how 
it  is  to  not  have  to  answer  to  a  bell." 

"Dutch"  came  to  Ohio  University  in  1928  as  an  assist- 
ant coach  in  every  major  sport.  "Our  coaching  staff  was 
small  then,"  he  laughed.  "Counting  myself,  there  were  four 
coaches,  Don  Peden,  Bill  Herbert,  and  Butch  Grover. 

A  native  of  Springfield,  O.,  "Dutch"  was  graduated 
from  Wittenberg  University  in  1921.  After  two  years  of 
coaching  at  Dover,  O.,  High  School,  he  returned  to  Wit- 
tenberg in  1923.  He  spent  five  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Tiger  coaching  staff  before  coming  to  Athens. 

Following  "Butch"  Grover's  retirement  from  coaching 
in  1938,  "Dutch"  took  command  of  the  Bobcat  basketball 
fortunes.  In  his  11  years  as  head  basketball  coach,  the  Big 
Dutchman's  teams  won  135  and  lost  only  91  for  a  fine  .597 
percentage. 

Perhaps  Ohio's  finest  hour  in  basketball  came  under 
the  tutelage  of  Trautwein.  On  March  18,  1941,  "Dutch's 
upstarts  from  way  ovit  west"  defeated  Duquesne  University 
in  the  first  round  of  the  Fourth  Annual  National  Invitation 
Basketball  Tournament  in  New  York's  Madison  Square 
Garden.  His  team  went  all  the  way  to  the  finals  before 
bowing  to  Long  Island  University.  One  of  the  players  on 
the  1941  squad  was  James  E.  Snyder,  now  Ohio's  cage 
mentor. 

"That  "41  team  was  terrific,"  "Dutch"'  said.  "Just  being 
in  the  Garden  was  a  dream  come  true  for  those  fellows." 

In  1960  Ohio  University  honored  W.  J.  Trautwein  with 
the  naming  of  the  new  baseball  diamond,  Trautwein  Field. 
"It  was  an  unexpected  honor  that  I'll  never  forget,"  says 
"Dutch." 

Associate  Director  of  Athletics,  Athletic  Ticket  Man- 
ager, and  Associate  Professor  of  Physical  Education  and 
Athletics  since  his  retirement  from  active  coaching,  "Dutch"' 
and  his  wife.  Zelda,  plan  to  remain  in  Athens. 


■XJOW  I'LL  H,\VE  TIME  to  take  some  of  the  courses 
at  Oliio  that  have  been  tempting  me  for  years."  This 
typifies  the  spirit  of  Miss  Mildred  C.  Chutter  as  she  speaks 
of  her  retirement  this  year  after  36  years  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity. 

As  head  cataloger  of  the  Edwin  Watts  Chubb  library. 
Miss  Chutter  feels  she  has  enjoyed  a  privileged  position 
since  her  work  kept  her  in  contact  with  all  fields  of  knowl- 
edge and  employed  her  general  knowledge  including 
languages   as   well   as   library   skills. 

Born  into  the  academic  atmosphere  in  England  when 
her  father  was  attending  Oxford,  Miss  Chutter'  family 
retmned  to  the  United  States  and  she  graduated  from  the 
Abbot  Academy  in  Andover,  Mass.  She  went  to  Mt. 
Holyoke  for  the  B.A.  degree  and  on  to  the  New  York  State 
Library  School  where  she  completed  the  two  year  librarians" 
course.  Before  coming  to  Ohio,  Miss  Chutter  worked  in 
the  New  York  State  Library  and  at  Middleburg  College  in 
Ymnoni. 

Although  Miss  Chutter  has  lived  in  Athens  since  1927, 
she  has  often  spent  her  vacations  traveling,  including  trips 
to  South  America,  Europe,  Hawaii  and  Mexico.  This 
August  she  will  leave  for  six  weeks  in  the  Near  East  in- 
cluding a  visit  with  her  brother  who  is  with  the  Agency 
for    International   Development   in   Turkey. 

Retirement  for  Miss  Chutter  will  mean  enough  time 
for  her  many  civic  activities  and  organizations.  She  is  cur- 
rently vice-president  of  AAUW  and  secretary  of  the 
League  of  Women  "Voters,  is  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  is  acti\e  in  the  Business  and  Professional 
Women's  Club.  Now  that  she  will  have  more  time  she 
plans   to  add   Grey  Lady  duties  to  her  activities.

A  TRS.  ETHEL  H.  MOLL,  resident  director  at  Jeflfer- 
son  Hall,  speaks  of  her  retirement  plans  with  all  the 
ebullience  of  a  graduating  senior.  Her  first  six  months  are 
well  scheduled  with  the  building  of  a  new  house  in  Xenia 
and  the  resettling  of  her  life  in  a  home  rather  than  a  dormi- 
tory apartment. 

But  beyond  this  first  project  Mrs.  Moll  expects  life 
to  again  turn  up  with  something  to  keep  her  busy  and  in- 
terested— as  it  always  has.  And  there  is  little  need  in  trying 
to  predict  her  future  she  claims  for  the  unexpected  is  what 
she  has  learned  to  expect. 

Mrs.  Moll  came  back  to  campus  to  finish  an  inter- 
rupted college  career  in  1953.  She  soon  found  herself  ap- 
pointed resident  director  of  the  dormitory  floors  at  the 
center.  She  continued  as  a  dormitory  director  and  student 
and  was  graduated  cum  laude  in  education  from  Ohio  in 
1956. 

By  this  time  Mrs.  Moll  was  completely  involved  in 
residence  work  however,  and  in  the  fall  of  1956  undauntedly 
established  the  first  girls'  dorm  on  the  previously  all-male 
East  Green.  Others'  dire  forecasts  on  the  success  of  this 
venture  faded  as  Mrs.  Moll  successfully  steered  her  girls 
through  the  initial  year. 

When  Jefferson  Hall  was  opened  in  1957  Mrs.  Moll 
moved  there  as  head  resident.  Her  original  dormitory  fam- 
ily of  290  girls  at  Jefferson  has  grown  to  401  in  1963.  Life 
with  this  many  girls  is  never  dull  attests  Mrs.  Moll,  nor 
does  she  believe  there  is  any  emotion  she  hasn't  witnessed 
over  the  years. 

But  her  devotion  to  and  satisfaction  from  her  job  is 
evident  when  she  speaks  of  all  the  girls  she  still  keeps  up 
with.  She  says  her  new  home  will  be  designed  to  also  serve 
as  a  motel  for  all  her  friends  made  during  her  dorniitoiy 
directorship.

TN  FEBRUARY  of  1963,  the  honorary  Psl  Chi  initiated 
■*■  an  annual  Distinguished  Lecture  in  Psychology  and  in- 
vited Dr.  James  R.  Patrick  to  deliver  the  first  lecture.  At 
the  preceding  banquet,  Professor  Patrick,  who  is  retiring 
after  35  years  at  Ohio  University,  was  cited  for  service 
both   to  the  science   of  psychology   and   to  the  university. 

This  recognition  climaxed  a  teaching  career  at  Ohio 
which  began  in  1928.  In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties 
Dr.  Patrick  has  been  a  notable  contributor  to  his  field  as 
a  lecturer,  consultant  and  author.  At  Ohio  he  has  been 
notably  active  on  university  committees  and  in  campus 
and   professional   organizations. 

A  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Phi  Kapjja  Phi,  Sigma 
Xi,  Phi  Delta  Kappa  and  Psi  Chi  honoraries,  he  is  also  a 
member  and  past  officer  of  several  professional  organiza- 
tions. On  campus  he  has  been  advisor  to  the  Phi  Kappa 
Sigma  social  fraternity.  He  has  served  on  numerous  com- 
mittees including  the  executive  committee  and  helped  found 
the  Graduate  College,  the  Honors  Day  Program,  the  Ex- 
tension Division  and   the  University  College. 

During  his  tenure  he  also  served  as  Associate  Dean 
of  Men  in  1939,  chairman  of  the  Psychology  Department 
from   1952  to   1958  and  coordinator  of  ROTC  aflFairs. 

Born  in  Georgia,  he  attended  the  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege and  taught  high  school  before  going  on  to  receive 
both  the  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Georgia.  In  1931  he  was  awarded  the  Ph.D.  degree  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

In  reflecting  upon  his  crowded  35  years  at  Ohio,  Dr. 
Patrick  wishes  he  had  had  more  time  for  research  and 
welcomes  the  time  he  will  have  after  retirement  for  con- 
centrating on  analysis  and  writing  in  the  fields  of  emo- 
tions and  motivations.  He  looks  fonvard  also  to  more  time 
for  pleasure  reading  of  biographies  and  history. 

Time  for  these  things  must  wait  one  more  year,  how- 
ever, for  after  retiring  at  Ohio  Dr.  Patrick  will  spend  the 
1963-64  academic  year  at  Wofford  College  in  Spartan- 
burg, South  Carolina,  as  a  visiting  professor  in  psychology'. 
Following  this  appointment  he  plans  to  return  to  Athens 
and   settle   down   to  reading  and  research.

TJENRY  W.  LINK  became  supervisor  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity mailing  department  in  1953.  Better  known  to 
his  associates  as  Wheatley,  Mr.  Link  has  managed  the  mail- 
ing of  thousands  of  catalogs,  brochures  and  all  official 
correspondence  for  the  uni\ersity. 

Before  becoming  mailing  supervisor  at  Ohio,  Mr.  Link 
worked  for  the  Ohio  State  Highway  Department  and  prior 
to  that  was  in  the  outdoor  advertising  business. 

A  native  Athenian,  he  attended  Ohio  University, 
married  Katheryn  Alston,  an  Ohio  alumna,  and  saw  each 
of  his  three  children,  Sally,  Robert  and  Karen,  graduate 
from  the  university.  He  expects  to  continue  to  li\e  in 
Athens. 


"  A  FTER  ONE  is  in  his  profession  for  some  years  and 
has  run  into  the  vexations  reality  brings,  he  usually 
re-evaluates  his  choice  from  time  to  time.  After  this  kind 
of  heart  searching  before,  and  now  again  after  41  years. 
I   don't  see  how   I  could  have  made  any  other  decision." 

Tliis  commitment  to  teaching  suggests  also  the  rewards 
known  by  Raymer  McQuiston,  associate  professor  of  Eng- 
lish who  holds  the  longest  teaching  record  of  the  facult\ 
members   retiring  from   Ohio  University  this   month. 

Mr.  McQuiston  came  to  Ohio  in  1922  from  Harvard 
where  he  was  a  graduate  assistant  for  a  year  after  receiv- 
ing his  A.M.  there  in  1921.  He  had  previously  earned  A.B. 
and    M.A.    degrees   from   Kansas   University. 

A  member  of  numerous  professional  organizations, 
he  is  known  to  many  at  Ohio  as  Mr.  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  One 
of  the  foimders  of  the  local  chapter,  he  served  as  secre- 
tary from  1930  to  1961  with  the  exception  of  one  year  when 
he  was  president.  He  has  also  served  as  secretary  and  presi- 
dent of  the  East  Central  District  of  the  society  and  as  a 
member  of  the  senate  and  executive  committee  of  the  united 
chapters  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

Mr.  McQuiston  will  continue  to  live  in  Athens.  Re- 
tirement will  mean  time  to  sort  through  his  library  and 
more  leisure  to  pursue  his  reading  in  the  areas  of  Shake- 
spearean scholarship  and  transcendentalism,  especially  the 
works   of   Ralph   Waldo   Emerson. 
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'~piME  FOR  CHILDREN  and  grand-children  has  priority 

in  the  plans  of  Mrs.  Neva  Duff  Johnson,  instructor  in 
mathematics,  after  she  retires  this  year. 

Teaching  has  been  a  full-time  job  claims  Mrs.  Johnson, 
who  has  been  at  Ohio  for  twelve  years.  She  joined  the 
faculty  first  on  a  part-time  basis  after  rearing  her  family, 
thus  beginning  a  teaching  career  at  Ohio  at  the  time  her 
children  were  ending  their  student  years. 

The  years  immediately  after  World  War  II  were 
centered  around  the  university  for  the  Johnsons.  As  Mrs. 
Johnson  began  teaching  she  also  began  a  three  year  at- 
tendance at  commencements.  Ohio  degrees  conferred  on 
her  children  came  in  1946  to  Mary,  1947  to  Kay,  and  to 
Richard,  William  and  Robert,  her  three  veteran  sons,  in 
1948. 

A  Ponieroy  resident  before  1945,  Mrs.  Johnson  now 
considers  herself  an  Athenian  and  with  her  husband,  al- 
ready retired,  plans  to  stay  in  Athens  though  family  ties 
may  eventually  draw  them  to  Cincinnati. 

Besides  having  time  for  her  family,  Mrs.  Johnson  looks 
forward  to  substituting  reading  and  studying  time  for  teach- 
ing time,  and  perhaps  some  long  neglected  puttering  in 
the  garden.

Final  Product — Success 


'  I  'HE    KEY   TO   alumni    club    programs   is   people,    and 

the  Fairfield  County,  Ohio.  Chapter  has  completed 
a  banner  year  of  service  to  the  Uni\ersity  by  applying  the 
human  fonnula  to  its  projects. 

Based  in  nearby  Lancaster,  just  forty-five  miles  from 
the  heart  of  the  campus,  the  chapter  has  added  annually 
to  its  outstanding  history  by  reducing  the  fonnula  to  this 
workable  equation :  Key  People  plus  Dynamic  Leadership 
equal  Success. 

During  the  1962-63  club  calendar,  Fairfield  County 
graduates  led  in  seivice  projects  by  canying  out  "Taylor 
Made"  assignments  in  recruitment  of  outstanding  high 
school  students  and  in  enlisting  Honor  Members  for  the 
Association. 

These  two  programs  were  addressed  to  eveiy  or- 
ganized alumni  club,  and  they  have  proved  to  be  the 
foundation  of  a  highly-productive  year. 

Many  of  the  ideas  for  club  approaches  to  student  re- 
cruitment were  adopted  after  the  Fail-field  County  Chapter 
conducted  a  pilot  program   last  October. 

Backed  by  a  nucleus  of  key  workers.  Chapter  Presi- 
dent Milt  Taylor,  '50,  confidently  pledged  his  organization 
to  put  into  action  the  Association's  initial  attempt  to  use 
alumni  in  a  concerted  effort  to  identify  top  students  across 
the  country. 

At  the  same  time,  Lancaster  giaduates  began  moving 
to  meet  its  assigned  quota  of  fi\e  Honor  Memberships  for 
the  club  year. 


Results  from  these  projects  were  exceptionally  gratif)- 
ing  to  the  Alumni  Association,  and  easily  earned  the  Fair- 
field   County   Chapter   the   distinction   of  club   leader. 

E\eiy  member  of  the  chapter  shared  a  common  sat- 
isfaction which  permeated  the  club's  spring  meeting  in 
May  when  President  Taylor  and  his  committee  chairman 
gave  their  final  reports. 

Dwight  Kane  headed  the  Student  Recruitment  Com- 
mittee which  worked  with  Fairfield's  seven  county  high 
schools  and  Lancaster  City  High  School.  Kane  was  assisted 
by  Paul  Hyme. 

After  325  of  the  county's  "top  25  per  cent"'  students 
\isited  the  Athens  campus  on  October  6,  Chainnan  Kane 
conducted  a  follow-up  survey  of  students,  parents  and 
school  personnel  to  evaluate  the  project. 

The  consenus  was  unanimous  in  declaring  the  program 
"a  vital  service  to  college-bound  students  and  worthy  of 
repeating." 

Nearly  all  of  the  students  polled  agreed  that  the  pre- 
college  seminar  influenced  their  desire  to  attend  college, 
and  that  the  visitation  assisted  them  in  their  college  plan- 
ning. 

Sixty-nine  per  cent  of  the  Fairfield  County  students 
contacted,  including  more  than  200  who  were  unable  to 
come  to  the  University,  stated  that  they  plan  to  enter  col- 
lege. Three  of  every  four  students  who  did  visit  the  campus 
have  enrolled  at  Ohio  LTniversity. 


NEARLY  110  Ohio  University  alumni  (rom  Lancaster-Fairfield  County  gathered  May  8  at  the  Anchor  Hocking 
Company  ballroom.  Featured  speaker  of  the  evening  was  Dr.  Gilford  Crowell,  newly  appointed  dean  of  the 
College  of  Education.

The  Fairfield  County  program  included  an  orienta- 
tion session  within  each  of  the  participating  high  schools, 
followed  by  a  tour  of  the  campus  building,  lunch  at  Baker 
Center,  a  pre-college  counseling  period  with  admissions, 
scholarship,  housing,  personnel  deans  and  University  Col- 
lege officials,  and  attendance  at  an  Ohio  University  foot- 
ball game. 

Dr.  William  Jasper,  elected  to  succeed  Taylor  as  chap- 
ter president,  was  chainnan  of  the  committee  to  raise  five 
Honor  Memberships. 

Alumnus  Jasper  reached  his  goal  one  month  after  the 
club  year  opened,  and  continued  to  raise  a  grand  total  of 
sixteen  Honor  Members,  almost  doubling  the  largest  quota 
assigned  to  heavily  populated  metropolitan  chapters. 

Then,  \vith  t)'pical  Fairfield  County  enthusiasm,  the 
president-elect  completed  his  spring  meeting  report  by  set- 
ting his  own  goal  for  the  next  club  year:  Fifty  Honor 
Memberships. 

An  ambitious  task?  Apparently  not  for  the  391  alumni 
who  reside  in  Fairfield  County,  nor  for  the  key  \vorkers  and 
officers  who  represent  them. 

Typical  of  the  byproducts  of  their  initiative  and 
imagination  was  the  May  meeting.  With  projects  completed 
to  the  smallest  detail,  chapter  officers  devoted  most  of  the 
program  to  honoring  another  outstanding  servant  of  the 
Alumni  Association  —  Miss  Eleanor  Minister,  who  has  been 
Alumni  Office  manager  for  the  past  13  years.  (See  accom- 
panying photos) 

Board  of  Trustee  Member  Fred  Johnson,  of  Columbus, 
was  present  to  assist  in  the  tribute  to  Miss  Minister.  Lan- 
caster Alumnus  Gordon  Herrold,  fomier  Association  direc- 
tor and  long-time  chapter  worker,  presented  the  honored 
guest  roses,  a  silver  coffee  service  and  an  inscribed  silver 
tray. 

There  was  still  ample  time  to  hear  an  address  by  Dr. 
Gilford  Crowell,  dean  of  the  College  of  Education,  and  foi 
group  singing  of  university  songs  led  by  Lyston  and  Juanita 
Fultz. 

The  officers  also  found  time  to  honor  their  own,  vet- 
eran chapter  secretary  Florence  McMillen,  who  was  pre- 
sented a  handsome  brief  case  in  appreciation  of  her  service.

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Drying  Up  the  Wellspring 

"TN  THE  VIEW  of  at  least  one  university  president,"  observed  U.S.  News  &  World 
J-  Report  (May  27),  "Too  many  college  graduates  today  are  merely  'young  people 
who  are  adept  at  cocktail-party  conversation,'  and  not  enough  graduates  are  turning 
out   to  be   'doers,   innovators   and   risk   takers.'  " 

The  magazine  was  one  of  several  publications  across  the  nation  discussing  ideas  set 
forth  by  Ohio  University  President  Vernon  R.  Alden  at  a  speech  before  the  College 
Entrance    Examination    Board. 

Quoting  President  Alden,  the  Kansas  City  Star  (May  13)   reported: 

"So  much  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  academic  standing  in  high  school,  there's 
a  chance  of  drying  up  the  wellspring  of  business,  professional  and  political  leadership 
for  the  future.  If  the  so-called  objective  records  were  the  sole  reason  for  selecting  stu- 
dents for  college,  then  computers  could  replace  admission  officers.  Our  institutions  of 
higher  learning  would  be  turning  out  a  generation  of  ponderers  and  very  few  doers." 

In  a  follow-up  interview  with  Dr.  Alden,  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  (May  26) 
devoted  half  a  page  to  his  observations  on  academic  standards  and  plans  for  the  future 
of  Ohio  University.   Wrote  Herald  Tribune  Education  Editor  Terry  Ferrer: 

"As  for  getting  the  faculty,  Ohio's  new  young  president  already  has  his  own  plan 
under  way.  On  a  trip  to  New  York  City  last  week,  he  described  his  method  of  increas- 
ing his  present  faculty  of  500  by  10  percent  every  year  or  two — without  prohibitive  cost. 

"Ohio  has  overseas  programs  for  the  Federal  government  in  Vietnam,  Cambodia, 
Nigeria  and  the  Cameroons,  Dr.  Alden  explained.  Experienced  faculty  go  to  teach  in 
these  countries  for  two  years.  Their  salaries  are  paid  from  Agency  for  International  De- 
velopment  funds,    not   by    the    university. 

"Meanwhile,  Dr.  Alden  recruits  younger  faculty  members,  using  the  salary  money 
of  those  overseas,  and  slowly  builds  up  the  number.  The  experienced  faculty  returns 
and  the  younger  members  also  stay  on.  Dr.  Alden  hopes." 

".  .  .  In  the  period  of  great  growth,  Dr.  Alden  said,  he  does  not  want  to  make 
Ohio  'massive  and  monolithic'  like  some  of  the  very  large  state  universities.  So  he  will 
try  to  hold  the  enrollment  at  the  main  campus  to  15,000,  and  spread  6000  other  students 
expected  around  at  the  seven  branch  campuses. 

"Dr.  Alden's  plans  may  not  all  work  out  as  he  foresees  them.  But  he  has  prepared 
for  his  university's  future,  which  is  more  than  can  be  said  for  a  goodly  number  of  his 
fellow  college  presidents." 

Earlier  in  the  month,  Dick  Turpin,  education  editor  of  the  Los  Angeles  Times, 
quoted  President  Alden  as  criticising  the  practice  of  looking  only  for  "the  ability  to 
score  high  marks  on  an  aptitude  test"  in  selecting  university  students.  Turpin  reported 
that  the  President  told  an  Ohio  alumni  gioup  in  Los  .Angeles  that  concentration  on 
IQ  creates  an  artificial  atmosphere  on  the  campus  which  students  probably  will  never 
encounter  again  after  leaving  college. 


Anniversary  Design 

THE  5-CENT  stamp  commemorating  the  100th  anniversary  of  West  Virginia's  state- 
hood will  have  a  three-color  design  based  on  the  entry  of  Dwight  Mutchler  of  the 
School  of  Painting  and  Allied  Arts  of  Ohio  University,  the  Christian  Science  Monitor 
reported  May  9.  The  stamp,  as  described  by  the  Monitor,  has  three  main  elements — 
the  state  map,  the  state  capitol,  and  a  black,  green,  and  red  color  scheme.  It  will 
be  issued  June  20.

Cose  History  of  Student  Health  Service 

OHIO  UNIVERSITY'S  Student  Health  Service  was  the  subject  of  an  extensive 
two  part  article  in  the  nation's  leading  medical  newspaper,  Medical  Tribune  and  Med- 
ical News  (May  10&  13). 

"The  health  center  is  equipped  to  handle  anything  short  of  surgery,"  observed 
writer  Wallace  Waterfall,  who  visited  the  campus  to  study  the  health  program,.  "Four 
doctors,  14  registered  nurses,  an  x-ray  technican,  a  lab  technician,  a  handful  of  kitchen 
and  maintenance  employees,  and  six  pre-med  students  who  work  for  their  room  and 
board  complete  the  complement  of  personnel  at  the  health  center  itself,"  he  wrote. 

Environmental  health,  extra  services  such  as  low-cost  immunization,  and  mental 
hygiene  programs  were  analyzed  for  presentation  to  U.  S.  physicians,  who  make  up  the 
bulk  of  the  readership.  On  Ohio's  relatively  new  mental  hygiene  program,  Waterfall 
wrote : 

"Mental  hygiene  on  the  campus  can  encompass  anything  from  a  freshman's  pre- 
examination  jitters  to  out-and-out  paranoia.  As  in  any  population  group,  there  are 
more  emotional  disturbances  in  college  than  one  would  like  to  imagine.  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents William  Butler  estimated  that  '10,000  students  provide  500  with  problems  in 
any  one  semester'  and  he  wasn't  counting  mild  jitters." 

Summing  up  the  problems  of  a  university  health  service,  the  writer  quoted  Dr.  G. 
Daniel  Denton,  who  recently  retired  from  a  general  practice  for  one  month  and  found 
he  couldn't  stand  the  inactivity: 

"These  students  can  show  a  physician  a  more  interesting  variety  of  ailments  in 
a  year  than  he'd  see  at  his  own  office  in  10." 

Going  Up 

COLLEGE  COSTS  continue  in  one  direction  —  up. 
This  was  the  conclusion  presented  by  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  Education  Editor 
Albert  C.  Andrews  after  a  study  of  the  state's  colleges  and  universities.  In  a  May  15 
story,  Andrews  said  that  the  undergraduate  expecting  to  live  on  the  campus  at  an  aver- 
age Ohio  college  or  university  will  have  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $1764  for  the  1963-64 
school  year.  Figures  included  in  the  average  cover  tuition,  compulsory  fees,  books,  board 
and  the  lowest  room  charge. 

A  similar  survey,  conducted  by  Education  Editor  Bud  Weidenthal  of  the  Cleveland 
Press,  and  published  on  May  9,  listed  Ohio  University  as  the  highest-tuition  state  uni- 
versity, with  a  comprehensive  registration  fee   of   $450   per   year. 

This  is  a  154  percent  increase  over  the  fee   10  years  ago,  Weidenthal  said. 

Meanwhile,  a  state  committee  was  formed  last  month  to  urge  support  of  a  $250 
million  bond  issue  that  would  provide  funds  for  state  universities,  public  schools,  and 
development  of  a  comprehensive  parks,  recreation  and  water  impoundment  program. 
Heading  the  committee,  which  is  asking  for  continuance  of  a  one  cent  tax  on  cigarettes 
to  finance  the  program,  is  Thomas  F.   Patton,  president  of  Republic  Steel  Corp.

Committee  for  the  Arts 

A  FINE  ARTS  visiting  committee,  composed  of  some  of  America's  leading  artists 
and  art  patrons,  has  been  named  for  Ohio  University.  Created  for  the  university's 
College  of  Fine  Arts,  the  committee  is  one  of  the  first  of  its  kind  organized  as  a  per- 
manent advisory  group  to  a  university. 

Reported  the  Columbus  Citizen  ] ournal [VldLy  3)  : 

"The  realization  of  a  desire  to  supplement  campus  instruction  with  professional 
advice  from  those  active  in  the  arts  at  the  national  and  international  level,  the  com- 
mittee has  as  members:  Arnold  Blanch,  artist ;  Marc  Connelly,  playwright ;  Bernard  Da- 
vis, president  of  Miami  Museum  of  Modern  Art;  Mrs.  Daniel  Fenn,  pianist;  Miss 
Margaret  Jane  Fischer,  drama  patron;  John  Galbreath.  music  patron;  Yousaf  Karsh, 
photographer;  Richard  O.  Linke,  personal  manager  for  Andy  Griffith;  James  Lister, 
architect;  Jeanne  Cagney,  actress;  Thomas  Cicchino  Raymond,  fine  arts  patron;  Jean 
Renoir,  film  director;  William  B.  Reynolds,  public  speaking  advisor;  John  Rood,  sculp- 
tor;  Bernada  Bryson,   illustrator;   Robert  Ward,   composer;   and   Blanch  Yurka,   actress. 

"Members  of  the  visiting  committee  represent  all  the  disciplines  within  Ohio's  Col- 
lege of  Fine  Arts — the  Schools  of  Painting  and  Allied  Arts,  Architecture,  Music,  and 
Dramatic  Art  and  Speech.  Formation  of  the  committee  completes  a  triad  of  major 
developments  in  Ohio's  fine  arts  program  during  the  1962-63  academic  year.  The  Col- 
lege has  already  gained  the  educational  world's  attention  with  its  new  comprehensive 
Ph.D.    program    and    its   space    arts    building,  dedicated  in  November  of   1962."

in  the    159-year  history  of  Ohio  University. 


'"PHE  ESTABLISHMENT  of  the  first  named  professor- 

ship  in  the  159-year  history  of  Ohio  University  has  been 
announced  by  Charles  G.  O'Bleness,  an  1898  alumnus. 
O'Bleness,  retired  president  of  the  Athens,  O.,  Security  Bank, 
said  he  is  financing  the  professorship  "as  witness  to  my  faith 
in  the  University." 

In  an  official  letter  to  the  Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc., 
President  Vernon  R.  Alden,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
O'Bleness  said,  "The  university  is  woven  into  the  fabric  of 
my  life.  It  is  part  of  my  heritage;  it  is  part  of  my  present 
being;  and  now  a  concrete  part  of  my  future.  It  pleases 
ine  greatly  that  this  professorship  will  serve  as  an  enduring 
memorial  to  my  family  name." 

Although  University  officials  did  not  disclose  the 
amount  of  the  gift,  it  is  generally  known  that  the  minimum 
amount  required  to  establish  a  named  professorship  is 
$500,000. 

O'Bleness  made  the  announcement  at  the  May  2  meet- 
ing of  the  Fund,  of  which  he  is  a  trustee.  President  Alden 
immediately  said  that  the  professorship  ^vill  be  named  in 
honor  of  the  donor. 

"The  Charles  G.  O'Bleness  Professorship  will  remain  as 
a  pennanent  endowment  with  the  annual  interest  making 
it  possible  to  bring  an  outstanding  faculty  member  to  the 
Ohio  campus,"   President  Alden  said. 

President  Alden  added  that  he  is  "overwhelmed  by  such 
a  generous  contribution."  He  expressed  the  University's 
gratitude  for  what  he  described  as  a  "tremendous  boost  to 
current  efforts  to  estabHsh  programs  of  excellence  at  Ohio 
University." 

O'Bleness,  who,  in  1895,  was  partly  responsible  for 
Ohio  adopting  its  school  colors  of  green  and  white,  (March, 
1962,  ALUMNUS)  helped  organize  the  Athens  Security 
Bank  with  his  father  in  1906.  His  father,  Henry  O'Bleness, 
was  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity until  his  death  in  1921. 


O'Bleness  rose  in  the  business  world  from  advertising 
and  business  manager  of  a  newspaper  in  Findlay,  O.  His 
career  includes  experience  as  an  editor  for  the  Athens  Mes- 
senger and  managing  editor  of  a  newspaper  in  Pottsville, 
Pa.  Later  he  was  secretary-treasurer  of  a  pottery  company 
in  Findlay,  and  then  held  a  similar  position  with  the  Nelson- 
\ille.  O.,  Brick  Co.  before  returning  to  Athens. 

An  active  supporter  of  the  imiversity  for  many  years, 
he  has  been  on  the  board  of  th.e  Fund  since  1959.

■*-'^  University,  was  named  recipient  of  the  Edwin  L.  and 
Ruth  E.  Kennedy  Distinguished  Professor  Award  at  the 
June  9  Commencement  exercises.  The  award  is  financed 
through  the  Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  and  was  established 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kennedy,  New  Vernon,  N.  J.,  both  Ohio 
University  akimni,  in  November  of  1960. 

Through  the  award  Dr.  Hill  will  receive  $1500  and  six 
months'  leave  of  absence.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Ohio  University  faculty  since  1948.  Dr.  Hill  serves  as  Di- 
rector of  the  Guidance  Training  Laboratory  in  the  College 
of  Education. 

Recipients  of  the  award  are  chosen  carefully  on  the 
basis  of  outstanding  literary,  historical  or  scientific  achieve- 
ment, or  other  worthy  accomplishments  attaining  wide 
recognition,  with  emphasis  on  excellent  of  classroom  teach- 
ing. 

In  making  the  award.  (Vice  President  Thomas  S. 
Smith)  commended  Professor  Hill  for  his  sensitivity  as  a 
teacher  and  his  accomplishments  as  a   scholar. 

Speaking  for  the  faculty  at  Ohio,  President  Alden  said, 
"Building  on  the  pertinent  wisdom  of  the  past,  he  has 
brought  new  concepts  and  fresh  insights  to  tha  field  of  ed- 
ucation. Through  innumerable  publications,  research  grants. 
and  speeches  he  has  focused  upon  the  serious  responsibilities 
we  carry  as  educators.  Continuous  contributions  in  the  area 
of  education  and  guidance  have  won  for  Professor  Hill  na- 
tional respect  and  recognition. 

Before  coming  to  Ohio  Dr.  Hill  was  chairman  of  the 
College  of  Education  and  Director  of  the  Graduate  Division 
at  Kansas  State  Teachers  College.

College,  the  State  University  of  Iowa  and  Albion  College. 

A  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Phi  Delta  Kappa 
honoraries,  Dr.  Hill  is  also  an  honorary  life  member  of  the 
North   Central  Association. 
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The  Distinguished  Professor  Award  is  granted  a  pro- 
fessor b\-  a  committee  of  fellow  faculty  members.  Nomina- 
tions for  the  award  are  submitted  by  the  entire  faculty. 

Distinguished  Professor  Awards  at  Ohio  have  previously 
been  granted  to  Dr.  John  F.  Cady,  Dr.  Paul  M.  Kendall, 
Dr.  Haney  C.  Lehman,  Dr.  Robert  L.  Morton,  Dwight 
Mutchler  and  Dr.  John  E.  Edwards.

Learn  Tolerance 

Two  OF  THE  world's  best  known  speakers  lashed  out  vigorously  against  what  they 
consider  attempts  to  stifle  free  speech  in  the  United  States,  at  separate  lectures  held 
on  the  Ohio  campus  last  month. 

Interestingly,  both  British  Historian  Arnold  Toynbee  and  Supreme  Court  Justice 
William  O.  Douglas,  told  their  university  audiences  that  they  consider  Red  China  a 
greater  threat  to  the  free  world  than  Russia. 

However,  Dr.  Toynbee,  who  spoke  on  May  3,  expressed  the  belief  that  food  and 
population  soon  will  be  more  of  a  problem  for  the  human  race  than  the  threat  of 
nuclear  war. 

Dr.  Toynbee  and  Justice  Douglas  appeared  as  the  final  1962-63  speakers  in  a 
lecture  series  sponsored  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin   L.   Kennedy   of  New   York   City. 

Justice  Douglas  told  his  audience  that  "The  only  real  strength  world  communism  has 
is  found  in  the  rumors  we  spread  about  it." 

Dr.  Toynbee  chided  Americans  for  "the  lack  of  tolerance  shown  in  your  country 
today,"  but  said  that  incidents  such  as  the  recent  award  to  Scientist  Robert  Oppenheim- 
er,  "apparently  e.xonerating  him  after  past  charges  of  subversion,"  indicate  progress. 

As  an  added  feature  of  the  Toynbee  Lecture,  President's  Scholarship  Trophies  were 
awarded   to   University   housing   units  achieving   top   accumulative   grade   averages.

Economics  on  Many  Fronts 

ONE  OF  THE  most  comprehensive  programs  in  economic  education  is  currently 
being  carried  out  by  the  Ohio  Council  on  Economic  Education,  according  to  a 
lead  article  in  the  May  issue  of  the  U.  S.,  Joint  Council  on  Economic  Education's  May 
publication. 

Ohio  educators  are  collaborating  in  the  preparation  of  a  teachers'  guide  designed 
to  strengthen  the  economic  content  of  the  senior  high  school  U.  S.  history  course. 
Among  the  educators  are  Dr.  Harry  G.  Crewson  and  Dr.  Robert  L.  Darcy  of  the 
Ohio  University  faculty.  Dr.  Darcy  serves  as  executive  director  of  the  Ohio  Council, 
which  has  headquarters  on  the  campus. 

The  article  also  pointed  to  a  three-part  summer  workshop  on  economic  education 
and  to  regular  conferences  and  meetings  held  during  the  year. 

About  one  out  of  ever)'  four  high  schools  in  the  state  offers  separate  courses  in 
economics  now,  largely  as  the  result  of  Council  work  during  recent  years.

A  Meaningful  Relationship 

To  BRING  ART  and  religion  into  a  meaningful  relationship  has  been  the  increas- 
ing concern  of  Protestant  clergymen  and  congregations  all  across  the  nation  with- 
in the  past  few  years.  Such  concern  about  the  relationship  between  art  and  religion 
prompted  the  Rev.  George  Kennedy  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Niccolls  of  the  Westminster  Foundation  at  Ohio  University  to  sponsor  "Ultimate  Con- 
cerns,"   an   annual   national   art   exhibit   held   at  the   University  Gallery. 

An  article  appearing  in  Presbyterian  Life  magazine  (May  1)  described  the  main 
concern  of  the  Ohio  University  show  (as  defined  by  Mr.  Kennedy)  as  "the  gap  between 
the  church  and  the  arts.  Puritanism,  with  its  austerity  and  bleakness,  destroyed  church 
art,  its  symbolism,  and  much  of  its  meaning.  Instead,  we  got  the  pink  and  purple  art 
of  the  Sunday  school  leaflet,  and  whenever  anyone  thinks  of  church  art,  that's  what 
he  thinks  of.  This  is  what  we're  reacting  against.  Our  problem  is  to  recapture,  somehow, 
the  right  approach  to  the  totality  of  life  in  which  art  and  the  artist  are  a  logical  part." 

The  exhibit  of  113  pieces  provoked  much  controversy,  the  magazine  reported.  This 
controversy  centers  around  two  issues:  The  definition  of  "religious"  and  whether  art 
and  religion  do  indeed  have  a  common  concern." 

It  also  provoked  a  great  deal  of  interest  among  top  artists.  This  year's  exhibit,  which 
was  expanded  far  beyond  expectations,  brought  in  such  a  surge  of  entries  that  judges 
said   the   rejected   works   would   have   formed  an  outstanding  exhibit  on  their  own.

Campus  Area  May  Double 

A  PLAN  to  almost  double  the  size  of  the  main  Ohio  University  campus  was  revealed 
in  an  exclusive  story  by  Haskell  Short,  Columbus  bureau  chief  of  the  United  Press 
International,  moved  on  the  wire  May  15.  It  read: 

"The  proposal  provides  for  the  university  to  swap  its  400  acre  farm  on  U.  S. 
Route  50  eight  miles  west  of  the  campus  for  235  acres  of  the  Athens  State  Hospital 
farm  adjacent  to  the  campus.  A  part  of  the  land  is  adjacent  to  the  university's  West 
Green  and  would  be  used  for  additional  dormitories.  Science  and  engineering  buildings 
would  be  constructed  and  facilities  provided  for  additional  intramural  activities,  prob- 
ably  including  a  nine-hole  golf  course.   The  university  now  has  one  nine-hole  course. 

"Details  of  the  plans  are  being  worked  out  by  Dr.  Vernon  R.  Alden,  new  president 
of  the  university,  and  Director  Martin  A.  Janis  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene 
and  Corrections. 

"At  the  same  time,  Alden  announced  that  the  university  would  ask  the  legislature 
during  the  next  six  years  for  a  'substantial'  amount  of  money  for  expanding  its  engi- 
neering and  science  programs.  'Actually,  this  is  more  than  just  trading  land,'  Alden 
said.  'What  we  contemplate  is  a  new  three-way  relationship  among  the  university  staff, 
the  local  doctors  and  hospitals,  and  the  state  hospital.  We  believe  that  we  can  develop 
programs   within    the   community   which   will  be  beneficial  to  all  of  us.' 

"The  land  the  university  would  obtain  would  be  used  for  dormitories,  an  expan- 
sion of  the  engineering  and  science  programs,  and  for  additional  recreational  facilities, 
Alden  said. 

".  .  .  Ohio  University  now  has  192  buildings  on  its  339  acres  of  land  on  its  main 
campus.  The  hospital  land  is  about  the  only  direction  in  which  the  university  could 
expand  without  tearing  down  buildings  now  privately  owned  and  a  235  addition 
would  be  a  major  expansion  of  the  university  ground."

/^HIO  UNIVERSITY'S  1963 
^-^  spring  sports  squads  lived  up  to 
expected  hopes  and  enabled  the  school 
to  walk  off  with  its  third  Mid-Ameri- 
can Conference  all-sports  trophy  in 
lour  years. 

Led  by  the  golf  squad  of  Coach 
Kermit  Blosser,  winning  the  11th  con- 
ference title  in  13  years,  the  spring 
squads  brought  the  season's  point  total 
lo  49  for  the  Bobcats.  This  total  is 
based  on  the  finish  places  of  each 
school  in  the  nine  sports  contested  in 
the  Mid-American  Conference  during 
each  school  year. 

Coach  Stan  Huntsman's  track  team 
and  Coach  Bob  Wren's  baseballers 
finished  second  while  the  tennis  team 
of  Coach  Neil  Williams  was  sixth.  The 
points  they  garnered,  along  with  those 
of  the  golf  team,  enabled  Ohio  to  fin- 
ish ahead  of  perennial  spring  power 
Western  Michigan,  who  hosted  the 
conference  meets  in  three  sports  this 
year. 

Western,  last  year's  trophy  winner, 
amassed  three  first  places  —  baseball, 
tennis  and  track  —  and  a  fourth  in 
golf  to  finish  with  47^2  points.  Other 
]3oint  finishers  were  Bowling  Green 
43/2,  Miami  40,  Toledo  33,  Kent  State 
251/2   and  Marshall  9/2. 

For  the  entire  school  year  Ohio  had 
the  following  standings:  Football, 
second;  cross  country,  first;  basketball, 
three-way  tie  for  second;  wrestling, 
third  ;  swimming,  third ;  baseball, 
second;  golf,  first;  tennis,  sixth,  and 
track,  second. 

FOR  THE  GOLF  SQUAD,  it  was 
one  of  the  finest  seasons  in  Kermit 
Blosser's  13  years  of  coaching  that 
sport.  The  season  record  —  15-2  in 
dual  competition  —  included  a  fourth 
place  finish  in  the  Midwest  Invitation- 
al tournament  held  at  Indiana  Uni- 
\ersity  with  10  teams  participating, 
and  championships  in  the  Ohio  Inter- 
collegiate Tournament  and  the  Mid- 
American  Conference  tournament. 
Only  losses  in  the  dual  season  were  to 
Duke  and  Wake  Forest  on  the  annual 
Southern  tour. 

In  the  Ohio  Intercollegiate,  the  Bob- 
cats were  led  by  Bob  Santor's  114 
strokes.  Bob  Littler,  Jr.,  came  in 
through   the   27-hole   grind   with    115, 


Russ  Berkoben  posted  a  117,  i'ili  Maid- 
ing,  118,  and  Nick  Karl,   119. 

.As  a  team,  Ohio  finished  with  583 
strokes,  nine  better  than  second  place 
Bowling  Green  and  15  ahead  of  third 
place  Ohio  State. 

Ironically,  Karl  reversed  his  individ- 
ual finish  as  the  Bobcats  swept  to  a 
41 -stroke  victory  in  the  MAC  tourna- 
ment  at  Kalamazoo,  Mich. 

Four  Bobcats  came  in  ahead  of  the 
field  with  Karl  setting  the  pace  with 
a  36-hole  total  of  138.  This  included 
a  record-breaking  66  on  the  first  day 
of  play  o\er  the  Elks'  Countr\-  Ciul) 
course. 

Littler  finished  at  146,  Berkoben  had 
148  and  Harding,  151.  Ohio's  top  five 
men  finished  with  740  strokes,  41 
ahead  of  second-place  Toledo.  Bowling 
Green  had  785,  Western  Michigan  795, 
Marshall  (last  year's  champion)  800, 
Kent  803   and  Miami  822. 

Harding  and  Karl  are  the  only 
golfers  lost  by  graduation. 

THE  TRACK  SQUAD  collected  63 
points  for  second  place  to  Western's 
104.  Miami  was  third  with  34,  Bowl- 
ing Green  had  29,  Toledo  16,  Kent  8 
and  Marshall  1. 

Ohio  had  five  first  place  finishes. 
Probably  the  most  satisfying  and  one 
of  the  outstanding  races  at  the  con- 
ference meet  was  the  win  of  Mel  Orr 
in  the  100-yard  dash.  Running  with  the 
aid  of  a  wind,  he  clocked  a  :  9.4-100 
and  defeated  Miami's  stellar  Scott 
Tyler,  a  football  halfback. 

Other  Bobcat  wins  were  by  Bill 
Taraschke  with  a  discus  heave  of  146 
feet,  three  inchs,  the  440-yard  relay 
team  of  Ron  Beganie,  Jim  Baldini,  Mel 
Orr  and  Barry  Sugden  with  a  time  of 
:42.4,  Barry  Sugden's  440-yard  dash  in 
:48.5  and  Darnell  Mitchell's  1:53.8 
clocking  in  the  880-yard  nm. 

THE  BASEBALL  SQUAD  finished 
with  a  9-3  conference  record  good  for 
second  place.  Bowling  Green  finished 
third,  Kent  was  fourth,  Miami  fifth, 
Toledo  sixth  and  Marshall  seventh. 
The  Bobcats  had  a  17-8  overall  slate. 

Ohio  lost  a  pair  to  Western  and  one 
to  Bowling  Green.  Jim  McKee  finished 
as  the  team's  leading  hitter  with  a  .354 
average  followed  closely  by  catcher  Jim 
French's    .337.    Other   regulars   hitting 
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OHIO'S  1963  championship  golf  squad  captured  both  the  Mid-American  Conference  tourney  and  the  Ohio  Intercollegiate  Championship  enroute  to 
a  16-2  season.  The  Bobcat  golfers  also  participated  in  the  NCAA  tournoment  June  17-22  at  Wichita,  Kan.  The  MAC  win  was  the  11th  title  for 
Coach  Kermit  Blosser's  linlcsmen  in  the  last  13  years.

French  was 
chosen  by  his  teammates  as  the  most 
valuable  player  while  Bullock  was 
elected  the  1964  captain,  succeeding 
McKee. 

Following  the  season,  French  signed 
a  bonus  baseball  contract  with  the 
Washington  Senators  and  was  to  report 
about  the  middle  of  June  to  their  Class 
A  farm  club  in  the  Midwest  League  at 
Wisconsin  Rapids,  Wisconsin.  French 
garnered  another  honor  by  being  nam- 
ed to  the  first  team  all  District  Four. 

Leading  pitchers  for  the  year  were 
Dan  Wright  with  a  3-0  won-loss  mark 
and  a  2.25  earned  run  average  for  32 
inning.  Len  Stahl,  who  came  up  with 
a  sore  arm  midway  through  the  season, 
nevertheless  won  three  and  lost  one 
with  a  3.5  ERA  in  36  innings  as  a 
sophomore.

Brandon  T.  "Butch"  Grover  and  W. 
J.  "Dutch"  Trautwein,  with  a  com- 
bined total  of  80  years  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, are  retiring  from  their  jobs  as 
athletic  director  and  ticket  manager, 
respectively. 

Grover  spent  four  years  as  a  student 
at  Ohio,  graduating  in  1919,  and  then 
began  43  years  of  service  as  an  emplo\-e 
in  \arious  capacities.  He  was  a  coach 
and  administrator,  serving  under  six 
presidents. 

Trautwein,  who  succeeded  Gro\er  as

HARVEY  J.  BREVERMAN,  MFA,  '61,  is  one  of  nine 
American  artists  awarded  $2200  grants  in  painting  by  the 
Louis  Comfort  Tiffany  Foundation  of  New  York.  The 
award,  announced  in  November,  was  made  to  Brevennan 
to  help  him  continue  painting  powerful,  naturalistic  oil 
canvases  that  employ  religious  symbols  in  new  concepts. 

Although  the  artist  has  worked  in  the  abstract  vein  in 
the  past  and  admires  good  abstract  work,  he  has  felt  a  grow- 
ing pull  toward  realism  since  his  art  school  days.  "I  want," 
he  says,  "to  pose  vital  questions  that  will  be  applicable  to 
any  number  of  religious  beliefs,  rather  than  just  to  those  of 
the  Jewish  faith." 

"Adornments  of  the  Law,"  the  painting  reproduced 
here,  is  one  of  his  latest.  The  artist  himself  was  the  model 
for  the  figure  above.  Like  most  of  his  work,  it  arouses  be- 
wilderment in  the  viewer.  What  is  the  artist  saying? 

Breverman  won't  tell,  except  to  say  that  he  uses  cere- 
monial objects  and  objects  associated  with  prayer  in  new 
contexts.  "To  talk  out  the  questions,"  he  contends,  "would 
be  to  talk  out  the  painting  in  words  and  destroy  my  purpose 
in  painting  it.  The  viewer  can  find  many  meanings  in  it, 
depending  on   his   own   experiences   and   beliefs."

In  a  general  way,  what  Breverman  wants  to  convey  is 
that  religious  rituals  and  beliefs  are  changing  in  our  society 
and  that  many  thoughtful  people  are  re-examining  their  own 
religious  convictions. 

A  skilled  draftsman,  Breverman  works  directly  in  paint 
rather  than  from  drawings.  His  color  is  rich  but  subdued  and 
appears  flat  because  he  usese  no  glaze.  But  he  achieves  lum- 
inous, glowing  areas  by  juxtaposing  lights  and  darks. 

The  artist  earned  his  bachelor  of  fine  arts  degree  from 
Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology  in  his  native  Pittsburgh. 
He  has  taught  at  both  Carnegie  and  Ohio  University,  and 
since  1961  has  been  an  art  instnictor  at  the  State  University 
of  Buffalo. 

Brevemian  is  concerned  very  much  with  showing  only 
his  best  work  and  is  not  concerned  about  selling  paintings 
or  having  a  one-man  show.  He  is  represented  by  the  Schu- 
man  Gallery,  Rochester,  but  only  because  the  owner  saw  his 
best  work  and  called  on  him. 

The  Ohio  University  graduate  feels  no  need  to  travel 
to  paint.  "All  I  need  is  right  here,"  he  says.  "The  artist 
doesn't  need  exotic  landscapes  to  inspire  him;  what  he  needs 
he  can  find  only  \v'ithin  himself."

OHIO'S  GERMAN  DEPARTMENT  is  the  recipient 
of  a  library  of  Gemian  books,  tapes,  and  records  presented 
by  the  German  Foreign  Office.  Dr.  Paul  Krauss,  professor 
of  Gennan,  stated  that  the  gift  valued  at  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars, includes  a  basic  libraiy  of  recent  books  on  literarx 
criticism,  methodology  histories  of  literature  and  culture 
and  histories  of  Gemiany.

A  $10,000  GRANT  has  been  re- 
ceived from  the  National  Aeronautics 
and  Space  Administration  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  a  study  being  conducted 
on  leak  detection  for  space  \ehicles.

the  project.  The  research  results  of  the  Ohio  group  will  play 
a  part  in  landing  an  astronaut  on  the  moon.  The  group's 
specific  studies  are  related  to  the  Saturn  booster  program 
at  Huntsman,  Ala. 

EIGHT  OHIO  students  were  given  Sphere  Awards 
by  President  Vernon  R.  Alden  for  their  contributions  to 
Sphere  Magazine,  published  once  a  year  by  Ohio  students. 
Publication  costs  and  cash  awards  are  met  by  sales  and  sub- 
sidization by  the  Sphere  Foreign  Film  Series  presented  on 
campus  each  year.  Awards  were  presented  in  the  fields  of 
graphics,    photography,    poetiy   and    prose. 

FACULTY  MEMBERS  and  students  monopolized  the 
honors  awarded  at  the  Eleventh  Annual  E.xhibitions  180 
art  show  on  display  at  the  Huntington  Galleries,  Hunting- 
tion,  W.  Va.
